With railway 
communication open to the Caiii: and 
the morale of the army ut its highest, 
Kuglaud is now ready to trust tho 
Coinmaiuler-in-Chief to complete the 
remainder of his task in liis own way, 
conlident of !iis iiltiniatt' success. 

So far as tliu Free Stale Is cou- 
ceriii'd, ultlioilgli the rSoers are eiilrciich- 
iiig the A'aal riv<'r, the inipressiim at 
the Cape to-night is that llie war is vir- 
tually over.

Scathing Demincititiou Followed 
Ili.s Uealli. 

Lmuinn, March IT.— The will of Isaac 
(lordon, tile iiotorioU'j money lender, who 
died recciiilv, cannot hi^ found and is be- 
ing adviTtisi'd for. It appears that tliis 
well-known name in the Kii.^lish ('oiirts, 
tlioii.!,'li <!ordon iiiinsclf rarely appeared, 
was borne hy a man of only 15,"). wlio is 
credited with leaving .$.'"1, 000,000. On 
his body wan found .>;2(),000 ■mil in his 
olliec .fl.'i.'i.OOO in cash. Thiti neennni- 
latinii was due to the fact that Uie hanks 
linally woiihl not have anything to do 
w il li his account. 

This scathing obituary appears in M. 
A. V. (.Mainly About People): ''A tall, 
well built, erect, ruthless, daring bird of 
prey, he seemed to spend on his b«sine*;s 
of extortion all tho passion which an or- 
dinary human being would divide be- 
tween homo pleasure and other interests 
of life. During the last months he .suf- 
fered agony from a disease of th* jaw 
and ^^•lu'n liis voii'e wiim reduced tO' a 
hideous croak lie kept on working fevci-- 
ishly at his devil's joh of breaking up 
homes and hearts. 

"Tin- eight months Wliich were spent in 
gaol when starting in on his Ufiurioiif: 
career ruined his health and embittered 
hitj life. Among his victims ho number- 
ed clergymen, widows, orphans and 
spenthrifts of nil chu^si's in ICujtlaiui, ar,d 
he frankly naiil in court that neitiicr the 
tears of tile widow or ui'iiliiin would have 
the slightest effect on liim in presiding 11 
ciaim. 

"Though lus interest generally exceed- 
ed the principal, and though thningh ag- 
ents or direc'ily he rendered homeless 
huiidri'ds of people, he never charged 
interest to lii^ co-religionists, the ,Iews, 
ami once lie took a fancy lo a six-yen r- 
ohl boy to tho extent of sending him 
candies regularly." 

Few dead men have ever received the 
mendless obituaries that appear on the 
death of this millionaire.

His carriage was 
stoned at viirious places along the 
route, windows were smashed and the 
enormous crowds were much excited. 
Occasionally the police were powerless 
to deal with the outbreak. Several ar- 
rests were iinule. The mayors of Sligo 
and Drogheda, wlio hail at lirst accept- 
ed invitations, refused to participate in 
the procession. 

IN CANADIAN CITIES. 

(iuel)ec, March 17.— For tho first time 
in the' annals of (Juobec, St. Patrick's 
l;ay was generally observed. The day 
liaii hecn proclaimcii by the Mayor a 
livic holiday, and the provincial legis- 
lalure adjourned from last night to 
Monday in honor of the occasion. ,„vrhe 
procession was one of the best cvor'aeen 
here. Many prominent English, Scotch 
and French citizens were in the ranks. 
Flags wore seen everywhere in the city. 

Montreal, March 17.— St. l'atricl;'s 
Day was never so loyally oliserved in 
this city as to-day. The Irish hag lloat- 
ed on the eity hall for the lirst time iu 
its history. Hundreds of British Hags 
were hoisted on ,.ublic and private 
buildings, and all nationalities wore 
leprcsentcd in tlie parade. Tlie day 
almost lost its signilicancc as a purely 
Irish liolidiiy. .Mgr. Falconin, the papal 
delegate to t'luiada, olliciated at grand 
mass in St. ralrick's church. In the 
evening the Irisli societii's held uiemorial 
patriotic entertainments, which were all 
largely attended. 

Ottawa, Marcli 17.— St. I'atrick's 
Day was generally observed, The sup- 
lily of shamrocks was cxlKUisled early 
in the nioriiing. .Mr. Taylor, the Con- 
servative whip, supplied tlie members 
and newspaper men. 

Toronto, JIar(.'h 17. — Toronto was as 
Irisli as Belfast to-day. (ireeii ifags 
were Hying over all the jmblic buildings 
ill tlie city, as well as iu many stores 
and iirivati' Iniildiiigs, wliilc everybody 
is wearing either a bunch of shamrock 
or a bit of green ribbon. Mass was 
said in all Calliolic churches tliis morn- 
ing. 

Winnipeg, March 17.— St. Patrick's 
De.y was well observed. The Irish flag 
waved fn-in the eity hall tower. 
NEAN' YORK ICN hU'^TE. 

New York. March 17.— The green Ihig 
of Ireland divided liomn-s with thi' 
national and state cidors on ail the 
nmnicipal buildings in New York to- 
day, while iiiany business buildings and 
private houses also Hew the ensign of 
the harp. Overhead the day was all 
that could be desired for tlic celidira- 
tion. ruder foot, however, was a sea 
of nuuldy slush, through which the St. 
I'atriidc's Dav procession tramped 
bravel\-. Headed by tho GOtli Regi- 
ment, with the first regiment of Irish 
Volunteer Infantry, the parade moved 
over miles of streets covered with slush 
and water. 

The parade was under the auspicea of 
the Ancient Order of Hibernians, and 
was participated in by all of the Irish 
societies. There wero several celebra- 
tions in !io!!oe of the day, and to-night 
nearly all of the Irish societies and inili- 
lary organizations will give halls, din- 
ners and other ciitertaiiuiiciits, 'I'he 
line of niKr<di of the pura(l(> ended at 
Snlzer's park, where all the Irisli socie- 
ties of the eity united in a picnic. 

There v.-ere to have been two parades 
to-day in .Tersey ''City in honor of St. 
I'atrick's Day, but the wrclclicd condi- 
tion of the streets caused the iiliaiidon- 
ment of one of th(> processions, namely 
that of the .Vtici.i'Ut (Jrdcr of Ililierniaiis 
of America. 



Loudon, March 38.— Mr. Speuccr Wil- 
kinson in hi.s review for the A^oeiaiod 
I'ress .says: 

"The great secret of war is peison.iiiiy. 
Xapoloon said: 'la war the big thin,- is 
not men, but the man,' au l the s,ij,len 
cl.aiii^e ! ' the titate of the South AfrfcaB 
War is due to the .rerieuce aud th" power 
ot one m-in, Lord Robeils. 

"Seviral years ago I .spent many weeks 
with him in India, accompanying him as 
Ills guest ou his last tour o£ iuspectio;i f,£ 
the Indian armies. I taw lor my.self how 
:iOO,U0O men worshipped him. tjiiice his 
returu from India there have been in- 
llueuces striving to keep him iu the back- 
ground. The disasters of the winter gave 
him his opportunity and now the world 
sees wluit he haii made of it. 

"Dreifouteia ttirued out, by the Kw«es 
on both sides, to have been one of the 
hardest fought actions of the war. It 
has linished the li^ree Staters aud Iho 
Free State. 

"Iloherts entered Bloemfontein on 
Tuesday and the result has been the com- 
plete collapse of Free State resistance. 

"The railway was opened without dif- 
lieulty to the Orange River, The rebel- 
lion iu tho Cape collapsed, the Free 
•Slaters turning around vvholeriale. 

"Meautiine, tlie Transvaal Boers sol- 
emnly declare that they have made Big- 
garsberg impregnable, but Buller lias no 
need to run his head against Biygars- 
berg. Lord Roberts,' by advancing to 
the Vaal river, would turn Biggarsliprg 
and the Boers must then be bervveou two 
armied. 

"The Trunevaal Boers may light on, 
iu the hope of foreign intervention. They 
liave no other chance, as either British 
arm.v outnumbers them and they caiuict 
escape, being between two tires, except 
by periietual retreat. 

"But, though I can see no chance for 
them except through iutorveutiou I ex- 
pect the Transvaal Boers will light until 
the last, as their animosity to the Britiuh 
is deep rooted. 

"Intervention hardly seems likely, as 
the British navy is an ■unknown quantity 
and the British nation is quite deternim- 
od. 

"The fate of Mafeking is uncertain. 
All recent reports show that despite the 
great hardshi;)s tho garrison will hold 
out; that the besiegers are growing tired 
and r(diet inovement are in projM'Css ' 
norih and south, hut the news is indeA- 
nite. The situation is summed up in the 
Associated I'rcss latest dospatelies that 
the relief of Mafeking may be exiiected 
at any time." 



PRISONERS FOR ST. HELENA. 

Sickness Delays Their Departure— Only 
Transvaalers Booked For 
the Island. 

Capetown, Mr :'h l7.— The depaVture 
of the transports with the Boer prison- 
ers for St. Helena has been delayed ou 
account of th« fact that the Boers are 
sick, ineludiug many infectious diseases, 
'i'he authorities are striving to co»i- 
pleto the isolated hospital by AVediie.s- 
day, and the transports will probably 
sail that day. 

London, .March 17.— A despatch to 
the Exchang(! Tcdegraph Co. from Cape- 
town, dated to-day, says: " It has been 
decided to send the Transvaalers only 
to St. Helena, tho authorities finding it 
dillleult to prevent conllicts between the 
Free Staters and the Transva.alers. 

" ('ol. Seliiel, the (ierman ollicer who 
was captured in .Natal in tho early part 
of the war, has a .special sentry at his 
door to prevent him from doing himself 
hoilily violence."

1 wish to say a few worUn, 
Mr. Speaker, in regard to the most o-k- 
traordinary i)(ilitiL'al situation that now 
e.\ist.s in the iiriiviiic-e of Britisli Cohun- 
l)ia, a (alato of things thai is, to say the 
]easl of it, most ih'li-iiiu'nt;il in iln et 
I't'cl.s on all liiiuls of Idisiiu'ss iiuliistfie.- 
in the eountry, and also, to aiy niiiid, eal 
culated to lower tlu' (lif;nity of the Ch'own 
and to lull a sn'at deal oi thi' resiii'ct of 
the iieople now have for constitutional 
Soveinnieni . 1 will lirrft read an articl 
that aiiiieared in the Toronto Glohi' of 
tlU" old int-;an!, in regard to the proro 
j;ation of the legislature in the provinee 
of llritisli L'olnnibia: 

Victoria. .Marc-h \.— \ scune nnprc- 
(•C(U'nli'd iu ilic liisiory of ihc prov- 
ini;c and in all prolia bilily never Im- 
J'oro seen in a llrilisli •.-(iviMniiii,- 
rolony, occurred tlii> afti'rnunu, whiMi 
the nicudn'rs of the Icgisla I ui'c dc- 
liheratidy rose and letl ihe lujnse 
when the Cioveruor lanie down lo 
prorogue the house, ^^■hen the huuse 
atsseudiled. Mr. I'rentice moved that 
• Ihe legislature had no coiilideuee in 
Mr. .loscpli .Martin, wlio has been 
called in by the Lieutenant-tiovemor 
to form a eabiuet. This motion pass- 
ed almost unanimously, two members 
recusing to vote uud two more being 
absent. 

The Governor then entered the 
chamber, precetled by his suite of 
naval and military ollicerti, and took 
.his seat on the throne. As he did 
MO, the raend)ers rose in a body and 
tiled out of the room. For a moment 
neither the (.iovernor nor the au- 
dience understood -what was taking 
pbice, and it was the galleries wliieh 
linst seemed to grasp the signilicanco 
of the step. Then they hurst into pro- 
JoQged cheering, mingled with deri- 
■.sivo laughter. The. Governor turned 
piile and his band shook, but lie pro- 
<'e»Hled with the reading,', although 
oliliged several times tvr de::<ist. As 
lie concluded ami wat, .leaving the 
I'hamlier some one shouted: •"I'liree 
clieei'ci for tlie t,>ueeu," wliicli were 
heartily given. As soon as lie had 
;-etire<i t!ie members tiled back again 
lo the chamfer. Mr. I'rice Kllisoii, 
waving liis hat in ilie air, sliouted: 
■■\Ve are the people," at wliich there 
was tremendous applause. 

.Mr. Harry llelmckeii propot-ed a 
long resolution as.suriiig Her .Majesty 
of the continued loyalty, the remain- 
der of the resolution having reference 
to the- victory at Ladysmith. This 
was passed amidst cheering, and the 
. hoti.«e broke up with cheers for the 
(^iieeii and Hullor, and tiingiiif. the 
National Antlicm. 

.Vceordiiig to tliat desp.atcli, which I liav 
ju.sl read, all the members left the le;: 
islature when the Lieuteiiaiit-Governor 
took liis seat oil tlie throne, but, siicli ivas 
not the case exactly because, although 
they nearly all Avwnt, one gentleman held 
the fort. That geiilloniim was a gentle 
■man wlio. I ani sorry to say, is better 
known than he is respected in British 
Columbia, and I think I am rig'ht in say- 
ing, in the Dominion of Canada. 
Some hon. members— Order. 
Mr. Prior— I refer to the Hon. Joseph 
'Martin. He is the gentleman, who is 
at the present time, the Premier of Brit. 
isb Columbia. It must have been motst 
edifying to see the Governor come down 
in nil the pomp of his position, attendeil 
hy a large staff of military and naval 
men, to read the speech from the thron 
to see him lift his hat and give his 
speech lo this one solitary individual, on 
•whose shoulders ho had seen lit to phu 
the reepousibility of the government of 
British Columbia. I can only say that I 
am extremely sorry that tlie gallant gen 
llenien who came from Tier Jfajesty'i 
ship were ev(>r invited to attend at such 
an exhibition. 1 belii've th.'it every right- 
niinded man in Canada M'ill agree with 
me in saying that it is ileeply lo be i-e 
•gretred that anv surli necurreiii-e has tak 
en place. But. it lia.s talcen jilaee, and I 
can only s;iy that 1 am suic that the loyal 
and law-abiding mi'iiibers of iiailianieut 
in British Columbia and the cilizeiis of 
British Cidimiliia would never have beeij 
guilty of putting such a. sliglit on Her 
Majesty's represent atlvp, otTeriiig such 
an insult to the crown as was olTei'cd 
tberi', unless they had lost .ill resiieci and 
conlideiice in the representative tlierenf 
or had, iu their own minds anyway, rciuu 
to Ihe oonclusion that the genlliTiian win 
occupies tliat high position is utterly nn 
worthy of the position which he IieMs 
Now. there was no disloyalty in tin 
hearts of those gentlemen, as was showi 
'by their action when they returned ti 
the chamber, when they passed, as 1 read 
resoltttions of loyalty to llie Queen and 
of confidence in the erown. Well, sir 
two or throe days afterwords, when the 
bouse again met, we (iud the I'remier. 
or the gciillemai' who had been i'remier 
— I MUiipose he wafi then— Mr. Semlin. of- 
fering the fcdlowiiig resolution. I read 
now from the \'ictoria Daily Colonist 
of l'\'bruary '2S, a statement of what tool, 
place on l-'ebruary 27: 

liou, Mr. Semlin then rose, amidst 
expectant silence, in which, although 
fie 8[iokp in an unnsnally low tone, 
lii« words were heard in nil parts of 
the ehnniber. 

"Atr. Speaker," he said, "I rise to 
ii (juestion of i>rivilege. On l''iiday- 
bist I moved th.it this house be ail- 
journed until to-day. This was in 
order that the goverjiment. wlii<;b had 
just sU3taini<d a defeat in tlie house 
Uy a majority of one, might see if 
tiorae arrangement could not be come 
lo by which the business of tlie coun- 
try might bo gone (ui with. Such 
an arrangement was come lo. as I 
believed, and I :idviscil His Honor 
the Lieutenant-Governor to tli.at cf- 
fei'l hist evening. 1 informed him 
liiat the government iiad efrocted an 
arriingeiiient by which the gnvern- 
nieiit w.;.^ assured of elToetive control 
of the lioiitio, and was ready to go 
on with the di>«ptach of business. 
This forenoon, Iiowcver, I reveiced ,i 
communication from His Honor to 
the offeot that he declined to bo fur- 
ther iulvised hy myself and niy col- 
leagues, and liiid already sougiit, or 
.would forthwith seek, other advisers. 



In connection witli 'this comiiinnica- 
tion, 1 should like to have an expres- 
sion from the house as t,o; whcUa-r oi;; 
not I had properly advised Ills' Honor' 
in referenceVt!^ the slfliatioh, ami as 
to whether tflis 'govftrbqient' had ef- 
fective control of the ho.usc.. For this 
purpose I beg tc move' the following 
resolution, which la seconded by the 
hon. the Attorney-General: 

" That this'Koufie' being fully alive 
to the great loss, inconvenience and 
expense to the country of any int(?r- 
raption of the business of this house 
at tho present time, begs to expresn 
its regret that His Honor has seen 
lit to dismiss bis advisers, as in tho 
present crisis they have the effect- 
ive control of the bouse.' 

" I do not know that I need to 
make any further comment. The 
facts of the sitimtiou are as I have 
here represeftted." 

That resolution was put to the house, 
and although the government had tmlj 
been defeated by one, it was carried by 
a majority of seven. I think perhaps 
it would be as well for mo to say a few 
words as to what actions of the Lieu- 
tenaut-tiovernor have brought about 
this state of affairs. There is evidently 
an impression abroad in British Colum- 
bia that the Lieutenant-Governor seems 
to think it bis unty to govern thi' iirov- 
ince, not by the advice of ills ministers, 
his constitutional advisers, but accord- 
ing to the manner he himself thinks 
Ix'si. Last session I chIUhI for the 
e(]irespondence ijeiweeu the Dominion 
goveriiiueiit and the I'rovincial govern- 
ment in regard lo llii' dismissal of the 
Turner :olminisl rat icui by l.ieulenant- 
(iovernor .Mcdnnes snnie eighteen 
months ago. His dismissal of the Tur- 
ner ailmi II 1st rat ion was under extra- 
<u'diiiar.v clreumstaiu'cs. 1 sli;ill nut 
enter into the matter fully now. loi! ] 
may say lirietly that at the time of the 
dismissal a general clecticm was going 
oil, ami the full returns had not come 
in. The Turner administration had l,s 
supporters, and Ihe oppositiiui had IS; 
but there were pending two elections, 
the results of which no man could fore- 
see. Of course, both parties expected 
ihat they would get either one or the 
(wo seats. His Honor did not see lit 
to wait until the returns from these 
ele/tions wer(> received, but he dis- 
missed the Trailer administration, giv- 
ing, ;iinoiigst other reasmis that they 
hail lost ihe conlideiice of the peojile, 
although there w.as not a majority 
against them in the legislature. Hi's 
lliuiiir :ilso said that the Turner govern- 
ini'Ut bad lost Ihe coiitiileuce of himself, 
lli.'it some of its members hail been 
guilty of misrepreseiilatioii to him about 
i-crlaiii nialters, and of trying to de- 
ceive him iu regard to certain \van-;ints. 
Now. .Mr. Siieaker. any genllem.aii who 
knows .Mr. Turner and the gentlemen 
who coiuposed his government must 
know perfectl.\- w i<\\ that there is no 
niori' honorable and honest man to be 
found 111 Camilla than is .Mr. Turner 
He and his ministers are iierfeclly in 
capable of being guilty of any 'such 
crime as was charged against ibeiii by 
Ihe Lieutenant-Governor. His Honor 
then did not see lit to call ujioii the 
leader of the opiios.tinn. but he called 
on Hon. Uobert Beaven. a geullcin.in 
who at the time had not a scat in the 
house, a gentleman who in past years 
bad »he honor of being pieniier of Brit- 
ish Columbia, hut who in that very 
election hail <'ome out at the bottom of 
the iioll in his election, thus showing 
that lie had not the confidence of a 
majority of the people even in his owji 
constituency. Mr. Beaven undertook 
the task id' forming a government, but 
in a day or two he had to go tp the 
Lienteiianl-Governor and announce his 
failure. Lieutenant-Governor Alclnnos 
then called upon tho leader of the opjio- 
sition, Mr. Semlin, and that genllemnn 
formed a government, amongst those to 
whom be offered a portfolio being -Mr. 
.loscph Martin. Things went on in this 
■.vay for some mnnths until they got 
tight ing amongst themselves, and the 
rremier saw til to call u|iou .Mr. Martin 
to resign his |)orlfolio. .Mr. .Martin. I 
believe, refused to do so. hut stated 
that he would .'ibide by the wishes of 
the supporters of the goveriiiiieii t , and 
h caucus having been called, the press 
,'iiinouuced that at the caucus it was 
imaiiinionsly ilecided that Ihe rremier 
was riglil and that .Mr. .loseph -Martin 
iKiisl resign bis position in tile cabinet 
for good and siiillcieiit reasons. I']ver 
since that took place, .Mr. .Martin - and 
i' will not surprise anyone who knows 
th(> gentleman -has been swearing ven- 
■geamc against his former colleagues. 
The other day when the British Coliim- 
bin goveriinieiil brought ilown a redis- 
Iribution bill, they were beaten by a 
vote of 1!) to 18. amongst the 10, of 
course, being Mr. .Toseph Martin, Now. 
.Mr. .Speaker, although the Premier was 
beaten by one vote on this bill, he in- 
formed tlie Lieutenant-Governor thai 
he could command a majority in the 
bou.s»!, and I have no doubt that had 
he been left lo himself he might have 
done so. .\lllioiigh several coininuni- 
e.itioiis and persnual interviews took 
pl.-ice bclweeu the I.ieulelia iit-( lOVerilor 
and his prime minister, His Honor .s;iw 
lit In dismiss the Setnlin government, 
lor reasons very similar to lliose for 
whii li be dismissed the Turner govern- 
ment. It was stated in one newspaper 
iliat be cliaiged them with fraud, and 
whether this is so or not. all Ihe patiers 
axree that His Honor said he had hist 
rnnliilenee in his advisers. The Lieii- 
I eua lit -(.iovernor tlieu did not I'all on 
any gentleman who was suppiiscd In lie 
leader of the opposiiioii. or an.v genlle- 
nian who bad any fnllowing iu the legis- 
lature, but lie called on .Mr. .loseph 
Martin In fiirni a eabinet. .Mr. .loseph 
Martin .accepted the l.aslc. and has now, 
I believe, formed a |iiulioii of his eabi- 
net. two gentlemen having aeeeiiled 
purl fill ios— one Ins ow n brut lier-in-la w. 
I need not tell the house that .Mr. Sem- 
lin is a genllein.an wlni has lived in 
British Columbia fur many years, and 
I have yet to meet the lirsi man to say 
a word against his honesty and bis iii- 
legrily. He is not perhaps a lirilliant 
man. but he is a straightforward and 
honest cilizeii. At all events, Mr. 
Speaker, the premiership of British Col- 
umbia is at the present time in the 
h.inds of a man whom most of us look 
upon as thoroughly irresponsihle.. Every- 
thing political in that provinee is now 
in a perfect state of chaos, and it seems 
to rae that if the right honorable the 
loader of the federal government litis 
the power or if ids govcruiuent has the 
power to steji in and do sometliing in 
this crisis, it is their duty to do so. I 
will not say one word in regard to the 
constitutionality of the acts of the Liou- 
teiiiint-Goveriior, liecause it would be 
iiiipcrt iiieni on my part to do so. I am 
not iiualilied to give an opinion on any 
such sub.icct, bill I am gbid to say there 
are gentlemen in this house wlio are 
tboroughly well iiii m constitutional 
practice, ami udio I trust will give this 
iiouse the lieiie(il of their knowledge on 
this subject. .\iiyway. I can say that 
the iircseni state af affairs in I'ritisb 
Columbia is perfectly unbearable, and if 
it can be sloiiped it should be slop]ied. 
It seems to iiie that if this cfuidition of 
things is allowed to go on it will bring 
the whole system of coiislitntioiial gov- 
enimeiit into disrepiile in British Col- 
nmbiit. Even if His Honor tlie I.,ieu- 
tenant-fJovernor is strjittl.v within his 
rights, I as.sume tliVit he' can .dismiws 



his goV(ti-rii^jfiRC at any ■ lime - stil! it 
must be seen that he lias shown very 
little,; ; tgct. .indeed.- In conclusion I 
trust; !sir,-"lhQt'lJ; will not bo longibqforc 
something is dolic by whoever has autlj-: 
ority to give us good, stable, honeiit 
government in British Columbia. ;* 
.^Ir, Mclnnes— Hear, haar.' ' 
Mr. Prioi^I am glad to hear that 
loud cheer from the honorable member 
from Vancouver (Mr. Mclunea) ap- 
plauding that sentiment. However, at 
the present time, sir, the state of affairs 
in British Columbia is injuring that 
province, and the capital wliich should 
How into Britiiih Coltinibia frotn Great 
Britain and elsewhere for the develop- 
ment of our mines and other industries, 
is prevented from being invested for tlie 
lime being. As I have said, Mr. 
Sjieaker, the state of alTairs in British 
Coliiiubia at the present time is uubear- 
able and intolerable. 

I beg to move the adjournment of tlte 
house. 

The Drime Minislc.- (Sir Wilfrid I.au- 
licr)— I must confess to my honorable 
friend that 1 do not at all appreciate at 
this moment the motivi' which has in- 
duced him to bring this matter to the 
atlentioii of tlie house or of the govern- 
ment. The (question which exists in 
British Columbia to-day is certainly a 
very serious one, but my honorable 
frii'iid knows that it is not an uncoJisti- 
lutioiial oiii>. It is to-day in the hands 
of the people of British Columbia. The 
Lieutenant-Governor has acted within 
the precincts of his power. AVhether 
he has acted wisely or not is a (luestion 
which is submitted, not to this govern- 
ment, not to this parliament, but lo 
tlu' iieople of British Colninbia. Tlie 
Lieuteii.-inl -( lovi'riior, in the exercise of 
hi> .authoril.N . b.as taken a very serious 
sh'p. I must admit. »nd one which I 
liresume he has not taken except after 
due .and serimis rclleelioii. lie has 
taken the step of dismissing Tiis respou- 
silile advisers, who. it may be claimed 
iu one sense, though they had been de- 
le.aled on the previous day, had still the 
conlidenee of the Iiouse; bill be has 
round advisers ready and willing to 
Lake the resiionsibility of his .■letiuii. 
.\i,\v, it has been determined more than 
once, and the i|uesliou is no longer ill 
dispute, thai under such cireniiislauces 
the remedy is in the h.aiids ef the ]ieiiple 
tbeinselves. It is for the ]ii'oplc of the 
pi-ovinee of British Columbia to declare 
whether they a|i|u-ove or disapprove of 
the action of tlie Licuteuaul-I Iovernor. 
!■ apprehend th;il under such circuin- 
slanccs as those which exist iu Britisn 
Columbia to-day it is the duty of the 
Lieutenant-Governor at an early date lo 
dissolve the house and to snnimoii the 
electors nt the polls and submit to them 
with as little delay ns possible the ques- 
tion which he has himself, by his eon- 
duct, placed before them. It is not, in 
my judgment, within , the duty of the 
Dominion government at this moment 
to Interfere. AVe may have our views 
on the action id' the Lletiteuant-Gover- 
oor. The honorable geatleiuaii says 
that he has acted unwisoly. .\t this 
iiioineiit it would not be prudent nor ad- 
\ isahle for me lo offer my own iiersoiial 
oldninii oil the matter; I'shoiild not 
sa.\- .-1 single word to prejudice the qiies- 
lion. \\'e m;iy have mir views, I say. 
.as to ili(> advisability of tlu; conduct of 
tliir lyieuteiiant-Govi'rnor iiml as to the 
inethod in wliiih he has proci'cded; but 
.■ill this is in the hands of the people of 
the provinee. If they approve of the 
a»-lion of tile Lii'iitciumt-Govcrnor. in 
iny jiidgmeiit. th.at is aii end of the 
iliieslion. If they ,iisap]u-ove of it by 
I'cluiniiig III Ihe house of assembly a 
majority o|i]ioseil to the iireseiit goveru- 
iiienl. it is obvious that the Lieulenant- 
( iovernor will be found to have taken a 
very serious sle|). But mitil tlu: peojilc 
Jiavi? pronounced on the matter. I siib- 
inil very respectfully to the jndgment 
of Ihe house thai it is not for this par- 
liament, and slid lesM for this govern- 
nieiit. to offer any opirnnn as to wh;i( 
has t.'iken place in British Columbia. 
Gil two previous occasions in this Do- 
niuiiou lieiiteuaiit-governors have dis- 
missed their advisers— .Mr. I.etcllier 
IM.S and .Mr. .\ngers in ISDl. In tho 
case of Mr. .\ngers the matter was not 
at nil brought to the ntlenlion of IJiis 
parliament. In the case of Mr. Letel- 
lier the matter was brought ,. to the at- 
tention of this govemnlent, and the 
government toolt a certain action which 
was not, in my opinion, justified by tho 
event. The opinion has prevailed in 
all. these cases that when the province 
is blessed with representative institu- 
tions and has responsible government, 
the remedy must be held to rest primar- 
ily .'ind liiially iu the liaiuls of the people 
of the province themselves.

situations, anil to dispense charity. We 
Invite our friends to pay us a visit aud 
participate with us In the luxury ot doing 
good.

During the year we have as- 
slstc'd nhout one hundred and thirty fam- 
ilies or Individuals, but by far the larger 
nnmber of the former. (irocerles have 
lieeu given one hundred and ninely-live 
times, fuel sixty-seven, meal f(jrty-si'Vcn 
times, milk constantly to three or four fam- 
ilies, while uieUlelnc, nursing and rout has 
been given In a few Instances, travelling 
expenses to one or two, and shoes and cloth- 



ing, both new and second-hand, have been 
given to almost the whole uumtSr. '- 

Donatlons In clothing and sundries have 
been received to the extent of 141 bundles. 
The aggregate amount expeii(li;«l during tlu' 
year, as the treasurer's accounts will show, 
has been ^StX.i.l.''), aud we are happy to n- 
port tliat we are still solvent. 

(Jar funds ar(? raised s.dely by volnr- 
tary giving, each member giving as she Is 
able, but all gl.ing something. Our ofll- 
cers are honorary and all other work gratu- 
itous. 

The elvlc authorities entrust us with a 
large amount of the funds set apart by 
them for charity, as they know that we In- 
vestigate thoroughly, aud hence are not apt 
to he deceived by unworthy applicants. It/ 
Is true that we are accused ot inaklng 
paopcrs, but If bo, the fault lies more with 
the laws of the country than with ns. W'e 
never assist single men, and If it some- 
times happens that worthless husbands, 
fathers or sons get a slice of our bounty 
through their helpless families, what can 
we doV AVe silouid have laws on our Hta 
tatcs compelling them to support Iheir fam- 
ilies, the anlhorllles garnlsheeing tliclr 
wages If necessary, rather than that those 
depending on tliein should either siiiTer or 
Tveelve i-harliy, while thi'y loaf or spend 
llielr money In the saloon or gambling den.

Theve are laws in the natural world, 
which we all recognize. Wi' all admit 
that thiTe is soiiielliing tailed the at- 
tr.ielion 111' -ravitatioii. We do nut know 
wl,al il il. No o,,e ever saw it. But all 
inaiikind n^gulaled thoir conduPt in a 
physical sense in accordatieu with it, 
loll;; before anyone thought of giving it 
■a name. This will serve .'is an illuslra- 
tiu:, iti what We propose' to sngu't si ill 
this article, whirh is that there are laws 
ill the moral world, as distinct from the 
physical, which may he just as invariable 
as the l.aw ef gravity. To tlie.se what 
i„,iy !).■ called ihe law ef faith seems |.i 
bear ihi' tsaiiie relation as that of gravity 
dues to all Others in tho material realm. 
It iei a fiiudaincntal law according to 
which all others must be regtilati'd. The 
ipiDtation at the head of this article, "He 
just and fear nol." may he as safe a,, 
axiom tor the governmeni of life. wi> 
mean now scientilically. imt mci-el\ si n- 
lii,,e,itally. as any principle that has lieen 
ileiluied froai •>xperiliieiit with materi.il 
thingis. It has been said lhat a proeei-li 
is tl,i' wisdo,,, iif many and the wil o£ 
liiu'. 'J"lie words above (luoted liave eoiiie 
dtjwn through centuries and it is sate to 
coiicliido that if the oxperieneo of man- 
kind had shown that they held out a 
false hope, they would long ago have 
heeii forgotten. Wo have another more 
familiar, though nattcb abused, saying: 
■•Honesty is the best policy." This is a 
plir.ase that has been tried i,i the furnace 
of experience li3' nneonnted ge,,eratit'ns 
and it fitiuids to-day Uliquestioaeil. 

This rule nf fearless conduii. leaving' 
events to shape themselves as they may, 
is one iif thi' wisest, a,,d there is a scion- 
tilic reason for its wisdom. That which 
he is aliont to do is all lhat aii.v person 
can cnnni niio,, with certainly. \\'!,al he 
lias done ir< jiast and cannot be altered, 
aliliough its consequences may be avert- 
ed. What may happen in the future de- 
liends npoii an infinite variety nf circiiin- 
slaiices. Utit wo are masters of that 
which we are about to do now. There- 
fore it is imperative, if we expect the 
best results, that wc shall always en- 
deavor lo do the thing which justice and 
honor dictate. If onr sense of what is 
just and honorable revolts from what wo 
propose to do, it is always best not to do 
it. We think there is a disposition to 
disregard the importance of the present 
.and make too miicli of the future. Wo 
plan and scheme to contnd events a.s,,if 
our wisdom were callable of jienel rating 
nn instant beyond the present. None o£ 
lis knows how far our influence is likely 
to reach. To-day a man may bo a leader 
in public events; to-morrow he may re- 
lapse into hirt original insignificance. Or 
Ihe case may be reversed, and to-day he 
may he ot little importance and to-mor- 
row .some unexpected turn in events may 
lilace him i,i tlo,- very forefront ot pub- 
lic notice. Hence, every act which a 
aiiiu does ought lo be done jmst as he 
would do it it it were the last, and also 
as if it were lo be tJie itrst in his career. 

Wi' freiiuetitly hear of men who are 
alleged to h.ave i,,ade history. Such per- 
.-oiis are ran', if indeefl there are any. 
The vast majority of mankind are car- 
ried along by the current ot events, 
wliiidi is a tide with more crof<s euiri-nis, 
mere I'lldies, niere ri]KS. ,r,(i,-o swill ru^in^s 
th.an any that ever swept in fr(i,n the 
ocean. The man whn cideavors to take 
advantage of all tliese varied i.-oinlilio,,H 
may in the eiiil reach his desired haven, 
hilt the cl,i,,,cefi are many against him. 

It is tho slauiic'l, sti ,sl,ip, which ei,ls 

throui;!, <'ross (airrents. eililii's, rips .a ml 
swift rnslies alike, thai we tnist to when 
we embark upon n voyage. So a firmly 
rooted resolve to do what Ik right, irres- 
pectivi' of eonscqnences. will ii, the lo,,i: 
ran wi,,. that is if yuu are I'oih-erniil 
ahout what happcs in the long run, and 
will give you a fooling of strength, sal- 
isfaclion and comfort al the time, and 
ar wc li.ave s.ii,| .aiiipM'. ii is the present 
hum- (if wiiieh alulie \\e are mastia-s. 

■■r>e jnsl. and fear not," that is, iln 
what is right and do not worry ahoni 
tlie conseijuences. There is no stronger 
fiiri'c in the world thai, a Jnst act. 'Why 
tills is t;r, we do not k,iiiw, anil no one 
may he .able to explain: liu; le'ilher ile 
we l;now wli,\ an iinsupiioi-ied ,slni,i' f.alls 
to the groiiiio. The "'why" of moral laws 
is no more oiisoure than the "why" of 
physical laws. It is true that the work- 
ing of the former is often more obseuie 
than that of tho latter, bill no one can 
say that even this is invariably the ease. 
The wisdom and experience of centuries 
lells lis lhat if we east ourselves down 
from a great heiglil the fall will kill 
us. They ihi not tell us wliy we are 
not si.'izi il liy sonic invisible force iiinl | 
liorne ,,pwards. nor why we do not lloat 
gently llirougli the air. We know tl,(> 
tac t that we -will fall, but not the "why'" I 
of the fact. So nlsn the teaching nf the' 
wisi'st men throiighinit a!! generations, ' 
and experience i:i both sllecess and fail- 
ure by millions of peopkr has iett us Ihc j 
precept: "Be just und fear not.". Why

gested- onr death would bo in harmony 
with the laws of the physical universe, 
so in the latter tho safety which comes 
from acts of justice is doubtless duo to 
ihe fact, thai justice is the eternal and 
all prevading principle of tin- moral uni- 
verse of l-lod.

They were not "haugiu' min and wimeu 
for weuriu' of the grane" iu Victoria 
yesterday, or for that matter in any part 
of the British lOmpire— im the contrary, 
green, emblematic of St. Talrick and 
"the ould sod," wais everywhere in evi- 
dciice— ii was Hung to the breeze from 
the tlag-pole at the city hall and :it other 
prominent points, iu the shape of the 
Irisli standard, and worn on the breasts 
of iiiue-teuths of the population in the 
form of sprigs of the Shamrock and 
badges bearing the words, "St. I'atrick'h 
Day, ItKIO." 

The heruism of the lirave Irish lads 
displaycil once again in the contest now 
1.11 in South Africa ami the spccitil mark 
of approval for these services contained 
in tlu.' message of lier .Mtijesty the l^ticeu 
lo tlu: Irish people, were fittingly recog- 
nized by loyal \'ictoria. The celebration 
--■if it may be called one-was very nuict, 
though none the lesa noticeable. At 
the appropriate dictate of His Worship 
Mayor Hayward, a public half-holiday 
wa.s declared, and the day generally giv- 
en over to an attempt on the ptirl of 
the citizens to properly honor an occa- 
sion dear to .ail Irish hearts. And they 
t^ucceeded admirably. They donned the 
green ribbon and shamrock irrespective 
of iKitioiiality— Canadians, Scotchmiai, 
Knglislime.M, Americans, .Norwegians and 
(ierniaiits — all contributing by friendly 
words and in every way possible to the 
public intinifestatioii of sympathetic ap- 
proval of the great part Ireland has play- 
ed in the triumph of Britifih arms on the 
Soutli African battle-fields. . 

It was indeed "a great day for Oiro- 
land." The most prominent of tlic Irisli 
resiilents — for instance, •Tomniy" Burns 
•■ind A. St. C. Flint— were busy accepting 
on liidialf of tlie Emerald Isle the cou- 
gratulatious and good wishes of every- 
one with whom they ctune in contact. 
Till? couKensus of opinion wtis that the 
eve;its of the past few mouths, the op- 
poriuiiity that has been alTorded by the 
war for the display of Irish valor and 
the deterniiiialion of Her Majesty to 
visit Dublin, have dom; much towards 
drtiwing closer into the great family con- 
stituting the mighty British ICmiiire !i 
member wliose sorrows and grievances 
have been a subject of public comnieiit 
for over a century. 

A majority of the shoiikeopcrs and a 
ntimber of private residents decorated 
their premises in honor of the day. 
^\'herever possible Irish Hags were dis- 
played.

The one 
flown from the Five Sisters' building is 
the property of Mr. P. Everett of Vic- 
tori,'i West and was placed there through 
the thongbtfulncs's of H. D. Helmcken, 
.M.I'.I*. This same flag vras used on the 
occasion of the state ball tendered to 
Lieutenant-Governor Kennedy in IS'i-l. 
For want of an Irish flag, W. G. Cam- 
eron, the .lohnson street furnisher, chose 
a good substitute. He Hung lo the 
brccMi' in front of his premises two liirge 
green blankets; ttnd they served the pur- 
liiise very well. The appropriate decora- 
tion of tile premises of McCandless Hros. 
attracted nuich .favorable comment. 
I-Ivery store in town was raiisiicked for 
Iririh Hags and greiMi ribbon, but the nup- 
|ily was niiieli short of the demand. .lust 
to illustrate how general was the wetir- 
iiig of the dear little shamrock in Vic- 
toria yesterd.ay it may lie mentioned that 
one liorist who had brought to her duwii- 
lowii statiil live hundred button-hole 
liouipiets of the prized green leaves, wats 
completely sold out by nine o'cloi/l;. and 
estimated later that she could have dis- 
posed of twice this quantity .at dnubh^ the

Quarantine on California Steam- 
ers Neither Necessary Nor 
Expedient,

Tho nnnoumjoment by Dr. J. .T. Kin- 
youn, of San Francisco, one of the most 
einincut bacteriologists in tho world, 
tliat the suspected case from San If'rau- 
cisco's Chinatown which proveil fatal a 
few (lays a.i;o was really one of bubonic 
plugno, has leil to tho sUKf-'i'stion of tho 
possibility of (luarautiuo being necessi- 
tated upon' nil vessels coming from Cali- 
fornin to ports in this province — as well 
as upon passenLTcrs entering; British 
Columbia by the overbinil routes. Thj 
wholi'sali' l)iisiin'ss mss which this 
woulil invdlvc is cnnUL'h to appal one, 
and it is doiiljly plcasini; in cousiMiuence 
to learn that tlu' Icical snpi^rinlrntlcnl of 
<inaraiit inc. 1 Ir. A. V. Walt, docs not 
autiiipatf that sucli drastic slops will 
be at all ncci'ssary— inasmtii'li as sani- 
tary <-on(lilions in the liay City are well 
under cojili'ol, and those who travel 
uortliward Ifoni tha> city are not at all 
probuble to come into touch with the 
quarter iu which Oriental sickness 
might secure a foothold. The steamers 
arriving from San Kriincisco will bo 
visited by the local health olHcers, but 
quarantining— at present in any event — 
does not seem to be at all necessary or 
desirable. Krcsh cases of plague of 
course would have no opportunity to 
present themselves in the voyage from 
California here, and if quarantine were 
established the steamers would have to 
remain under detention just about four 
times as long as they would re(inire for 
their trip. A greater source of danger 
to Victoria just at present is tho heavy 
immigration of Japanese, no fewer than 
eight hundred ,rapanesc having been 
landed here during the [)ast week or ten 
days. To accommodate them during tlieir 
brief stay in the city is a dillicult prob- 
iem for the boarding house keepers of 
their race, of whom there are but three 
in business; while their crowding to- 
gether is a subject that demands eort- 
stant and sharp attention un the part 
of the city sanitary authorities.

Word came from Ottawa yesterday that 
the men being raised in lirilish Columbiii 
for .the regiment which is to tempor- 
arily garrison Halifax, thus relieving the 
First Battalion Prince of Wales Lein- 
ster Regiment for active service, will not 
go to the Atlantic Coast City but have 
been detailed to a.'*ist the Imperial trooiis 
in garrisoning Esciuiniall until further 
notice. This means that they will go in- 
to garrison at Work I'oint, but where 
they arc to be accomiiiodated is a mys- 
tery, as Hie b:irracks are already fully 
ta.\ed.

is so much smoke there must be some 
fire, aud lie ptitiple and .press are cor- 
respondingly on the tini vive. In olh- 
eial cireJe.-i. however, the utmost calm is 
manifest, while' everyone .else is wonder- 
ing what it ali means. In the meantime 
one of jjjr (JJiiuese papers acluall.v pro- 
pounds the tiu'ory that -Japan will be 
likely to lake the opportiuiity furnished 
by till' jpproac.Uing naval nianouevres in 
the Korean straits, to -strike a sudden 
bjo'.v at Lussia."
